Institutions of respectable grade and standing, and 
within the last few years Schools have rapidly mul- 
tiplied throughout the entire Republic. About Fif- 
ty Newspapers are published in the Cities and vari- 
ous Provinces. 


The population of the Republic is made up, in

Joy in the Divine Government. 


All intellectual creatures, as free moral 


agents, ave abundant reason to rejoice in 
the universal government of God. 

First, because it sets before them the 
highest ultimate object of pursuit, which is 
the glory of God, and assures them that 
this object will be attained. 

Secondly, because in the Providence of 
God, every exercise of their moral agency 
is rendered,in some way, subservient to 
this worthy end. All holy beings are made 
‘‘workers together with God” for the pro- 
motion of it, and have the promise that all 
their worship and obedience will aid in ac- 
complishing this their ‘chief end” and hap- 
piness. 


Likewise, the acts of the wicked are made 


conducive to this end ; for, “the wrath of 
man shall praise the Lord, and the remain- 
der of wrath he will restrain.” In regard, 
therefore, to God's universal government, 
no moral agent can be, wholly useless ; as 
every exercise of his moral faculties is 
made, in some way, subservient to a most 
important design. 

Thirdly, all free moral agents, should re- 
joice in the universal government of God, 
because the control of such agents accor- 
ding to bis pleasure, enters into Ins plan, 
and is consistent with the highest exercise 
of their moral freedom. The Bible plain- 
ly teaches, that God directs the minds and 
conduct of moral agents, as he pleases ;— 
that the hearts of all men are in lis hand. 
He can put a new spirit within them, and 
cause them to walk in his statutes, and keep 
Ife can work in them to 
and 


Ins judgments. 
will and to do of his good pleasure ; 
put his fear in their hearts that they shall 
not depart from Him. Ile can quicken 
those who are dead in trespasses and sins, 
—creating them anew in Christ Jesus unto 
good works ; and working in them whatev- 
er is well-pleasing dn his sight, make them 
perfect in every good work to de his will. 
He can open the hearts of men, as he did 
the heart of Lydia, so that they will attend 
to the truths of the gospel with right feel- 
ings. He isable to keep his saints from 
falling, and has promised to preserve all his 
chosen people from apostacy forever. He 
kept the “elect angels” from rebelling, and 
will ever continue them in the possession of 
their exalted character. All this the scrip- 
tures affirm. And in wiew of this testimo- 
ny, who can doubt that God may, consist- 
ently, control the minds of moral agents 
at his pleasure. That mankind are such: 
agents, is an intuitive truth, We know it; 
conscience affirms it. God treats men as 
moral agents ; and men, universally, treat 
one another as such. If, then, truth be 
consistent with itself, it must be believed 
that the absolute sovereignoty of God over all 
minds is perfectly consisten with the freest 
exercise of all the powers of moral agency. 

But, Philosophy so called,has sometimes 
decided otherwise. It has assumed that if 
God should make us witling, in the day of 
his power, we should not be free, though 
we were willing. 

But have we arightto submit this ques- 
tion at the tribunal of Philosophy? Is she 
competent to decide it 1 Has she the abil- 
ity to look so far into the nature of the hu- 
man mind, as to know this assumption to 
be true? If not, she has no right to 
pase it to the obvious declarations of scrip- 
ture. How will Philosophy show that any 
higher idea of freedom can be conceived 
than that of actual willingness? Wheat is 
the fullest liberty more than the possession 
of complete faculties and a willing soul 1— 
If we are willing, we are certainly free, 
whatever may have been the cause of our|

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willingness. If God makes us willing to 
do our duty, he thus causes us te act as free 
moral agents in the performance of that 
duty ; and his efficiency, must be consist- 
ent with our liberty. 
Nor would I allow Philosophy here to 
scrutinize the mode of Divine operation.— 
The words of God are the only philosophy 
we may consult on this subject. I am 
therefore satisfied to know, from his plain 
declarations, that he works by a power 
which is restrained only by his will; that 
in the kingdom of grace, as in nature, he 
speaks and itis done ; that in obedience to 
his word, dead souls awake to spiritual 
life, and are restored to the image of his 
Son. Philosophy I would place at the 
Saviour’s feet, to be taught Christian hu- 
mility ; and appeal forthe decisions of this 
peint to the oracles of God. Thence we 
learn that the universal agency of God in 
the moral world, harmonizes, perfectly, 
with the highest exercise of the powers of 
moral agency ; that moral agents act free- 
ly, when nothing impedes their voluntary 
exercises ; and that the government which 
(iod exercises over their actions, by which 
they are made, in the best manner, to ac- 
complish his wise designs ; does not, in the 
least, impair their moral freedom, eitherin 
their holy or their sinful actions. 7 

And is not this the decision of Christian 
experience, as well as of the bible?) Do

Now, if such a government of moral 
agents be an object of Divine power, why 
should we limit its exercise in this more 
than in any other department of his admin- 
istration? .

| mind as directly as he does the laws of the 

material world ; the former being suited to 
‘the nature of mind, as having a separate, 


jewn; but not placing it without the circle 
lof his immediate agency, or beyond the di- 
‘rection of Ins will. The agency of God 
in the moral world is limited only by his 
| wise determinations respecting the subjects 
of moral government ; as in the natural 
| world it is limited only by his designs con- 
cerning material existences.
